Great Crisis. 

Avers Writer
Decline in Foreign Trade 

Presents Serious 
Situation

LONDON.  Out of the maze ot 
falsehoods and half-truths about 
tho Russian situation with which 
the world  and the United States 
In particular   has been flooded, 
emerges unmistakable evidence 
that the soviet government Is fac- 
ins Its greatest and most ominous 
crisis. 

Crises are nothing new In Rus­ 
sia. But where heretofore the 
crises have heen mainly of po­ 
litical or military character, caused 
hy revolts of soviet opponents and 
by attempts at intervention by for­ 
eign nations, tho present crisis is 
purely economic and therefore 
much more difficult to cope with. 

Politically, it must be admitted, 
the soviet government has never 
heen stronger than at present. 
Counter-revolutionary armies have 
been hr-aten over and over. For­ 
eign nations which, under one pre­ 
text or another, attempted to in­ 
vade. Russia, fared no better than 
the counter-revolutionists. 

Cause of the Trouble 
Official soviet reports, as well as 

communications from foreign cor­ 
respondents in Moscow, indicate a 
gradual improvement In Russia's 
productivity, accompanied by a 
notable Increase in domestic and 
foreign trade. But opponents of 
the soviet regime call attention to 
the prevailing condition of eco­ 
nomic disorganization and to n 
general state of affairs which, if 
continued, may result in the great­ 
est catastrophe Russia has yet 
witnessed. 

As a result of six years of soviet 
policy in Russia, the balance be­ 
tween tho city and the village, be­ 
tween agriculture and industries, 
has been seriously disturbed. The 
upshot of this situation is that the 
manufactured goods produced by 
tho cities are beyond the reach of 
the peasants who need them. On 
the other hand, the failure of the 
peasants to buy the city's goods 
leaves the workers in the factories 
without money to buy the farmers' 
products. Thus a vicious circle 
has been built up. 
Foreign Trade Afforde No Relief 

And foreign trade does not af­ 
ford relief. Last year Russia ex­ 
ported some grain. The soviet re­ 
public thus entered into compe­ 
tition with the rest of the world. 
The price of the Russian grain was 
therefore determined not by con­ 
ditions in Russia but by the law 
of supply and demand operating 
in the world market. Russian 
grain brought 1 ruble 20 kopeks a 
pood. But due to the clumsiness 
of the soviet economic machine, 
the cost of delivery left the peas­ 
ant producer between 25 and 35 
kopeks a pood, just a trifle over 
the cost of production. 

In this crisis, the gravest of all 
in Its tempestuous career, the 
soviet republic has no Lenin to 
battle with the problem and smooth 
the way. It has only Kimoniev, 
Kamcnev and Stalin. They arc 
the big three of Russia today. 
They have divided Lenin's unlim­ 
ited authority. 

Can they find a way out?

3 Uncle Sam's Institute Is Planning For Supply of 
g Edibles 100 Years Hence

NKW YORK.  l-'inding means to 
assure an adequate food supply for 
the United States in 2021, when, it 
s estimated, the country will have 
three or four times as many 
mouths to feed us now. Is the as-. 
sgnment given to the Thompson 
Institute for Plant Research by its 
founder, William Hoyce Thompson, 
f nancier and philanthropist. The 
institute has just begun its work. 

Officers of the institute say that 
the rale or increase in the last four 
voars indicates that the population 
of continental United States will 
be 123,000,000 in 1930, IRT.000,000 
in' 1050. and 195,000,000 in 11180. 

In order to bo self-supporting in 
1960. it Is pointed out, the maxi- 
nu in food production of the United 
States thus far virtually will have 
to be doubled, and the demand, 
presumably, will continue to in­ 
crease with the further increase of 
population. 

In another century, it is esti­ 
mated, this country must feed, 
c otlie and shelter 200.000,000 to 
300,000,000 people, Instead of 100,- 
000.000, as now. 

Will Be Permanent Foundation 
Through personal association 

w th Dr. Robert Kennedy Duncan, 
organizer and first director of the 
Me Ion Institute of Industrial Re­ 
search, Mr. Thompson became en­ 
thusiastic over what scientific re­ 
search can do in solving practical 
problems. 

As a result he founded and en­ 
dowed this laboratory for scien- 
tif c research into plant life. It is 
not connected with any college or 
other institution. He is Its only 
financial backer. It will have an 
endowment of about $5,000,000. 
Steps are under way to make it a 
foundation, on the lines of the 
Rockefeller or Carnegie Founda­ 
tions, so that its work may go on 
indefinitely. 

Mr. Thompson is working for the 
future, explains the director of the

ogy in the University of Chicago. 
"It took fifteen years for Dr. 

W Ilium Saumlers and his sons to 
develop the famous Marquis wheat, 
and twenty years before it could 
lie raised in any quantity; but now 
it has increased the wheat yield 
between M.OOO.OOO and 60,000.000 
bushels a year, on the average.
